(a) The term "firework" or "fireworks" means 


any composition or device, except for a 
starting pistol, a flare gun or a flare, de- 


signed for the purpose of producing a visi- 


ble or audible effect by combustion, 


deflagration or detonation.

(f) A violation of this section is a civil infrac- 
tion punishable by a fine of $1,000.00 for 
each violation.
